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Craft with Care : 


When creating crafts or accessories that will touch your doll, remember 
that dye colors from ribbons, felt, beads, and other supplies may bleed 
color onto a doll and leave permanent stains. To help prevent this, use 


colors aren't transferring to her body or vinyl. And never get your doll 


light colors when possible, and check your doll often to make sure | 
wet! Water greatly increases the risk of dye rub-off. | 


“sl When you see this symbol, always ask an adult to help you. 


Washing your doll’s hair too often can frizz and 
weaken it. So save the washes for those accidents 
with dripping ice cream or mud splatters. Instead, 
use a wet washcloth and gently run it down the 
length of the soiled hair. If you must wash, follow 
these steps: 


Cover your doll’s eyes with a towel. Tip her 
head back under the faucet, and wet her hair 
with cool water. Make sure she’s faceup so 
that the water flows away from her eyes. 


Gently lather her hair with a mild shampoo, 
and then rinse until the water runs clear. 


Lay the doll down with her head on a dry towel. 
Wrap the towel around her head, squeezing out 
excess water. Do not twist or rub! 


Remove tangles from the ends to the roots so 
that you don't pull out hair. Let dry overnight, 
or for quicker drying, place your doll in front 
of a cool fan—but never use a hair dryer. 
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e Keep your doll still. Sit her between your legs 
or ask someone to hold her. 


e Always use a wire doll hairbrush for styling. 
If your doll has curly hair, use a hair pick. 
Plastic bristles snag and frizz doll hair. 


e For best styling results, lightly mist your doll’s 
hair with water. Then take a short section at 
the tip and work your way toward the scalp. 


e Never get your doll wet. Protect her face and 
body from water. Cover her with a plastic cape 
or a towel, and hold your hand over her eyes 
when misting. 


e Don't pull your doll’s hair too hard when 
brushing, or her neck could come loose. 
If you can, hold her neck as you work. 


e Never use a blow-dryer, hot rollers, curling 
iron, or straightening iron on your doll’s hair. A 
doll’s hair is made of a special plastic, and any 
heat source will frizz or melt it. 


Kerchief Cutie 


Match a kerchief to your doll’s outfit. Cut a 
triangle from fabric, and then make a1-inch 
fold along the front edge to hide the scissor 
cut. See the photograph at right for size. 


Brighten any style with a ribbon strip. Attach 
a narrow ribbon to the middle of a wider 
ribbon with adhesive dots. Lay the ribbon 
across the top of your doll’s head, and tie it 
in back. If the ribbon slips while tying it on 
your doll, hold it in place with bobby pins 
| until it’s tied.

Sassy Streamers 


Stream colorful ribbons through your dolls hair. 
Fold a 10-inch-long ribbon in half. Slip the folded 
end up through a mini ponytail holder so that a 
loop shows. Pull the ribbon ends through the loop, 
and tug the ends to tighten the loop. Repeat with 
more ribbons. Wrap the streamers around a pony- 
tail, just as you would an elastic. Use a few colors 
to match an outfit or lots of colors for a party. 
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Jazzy Band 


Ask a parent’s permission to cut up a small 
T-shirt that’s no longer worn. Trim a loop off a 
sleeve hem as shown at right. (For a wide band, 
cut off the cuff of a sweatshirt.) Slip the headband 
over your doll's head and under her hair, and then 
pull the band to her hairline. For a fancier look, clip 
a hair accessory on the band.

Then gather the back 
of your doll’s hair and make a high ponytail. 
Tie off with an elastic. Very loosely pin the 
ends of the ponytail around the elastic.

To snap the perfect picture of your doll, 
keep hair out of her eyes. If your doll 
doesn't already have a side part, use 

a comb to create one. Then gather 

a small section of hair in front on the 
side opposite the part, and tie off with 
an elastic. Cover the elastic with a 
ponytail holder. 
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Cheerleading 


You and your doll can shout rah-rah 
from the sidelines with pom-pom pig- 
tails. Twist the sides of your doll’s hair as 
you gather it into pigtails. Tie off with 
elastics. Cover the elastics with ponytail 
holders to match your doll’s cheer gear. 


Honor your doll at a banquet 
with an award-winning style. Divide 
the hair into 2 front sections and 1 back section. 
Make a low ponytail with the back section so 
that it’s out of the way. Then pull up each front 
section, twist it until it bends on itself, and 
bobby pin it in place. 


Sing out about style at your doll’s choir concert. 
Follow the instructions for the “Beauty Bun” 
from page 13, only place the bun even higher 

on your doll’s head. Pin a shimmery ribbon bow 
in front of the bun.

Gather your doll’s hair on one side, and tie it off 
with a colorful elastic. Move halfway down the 
ponytail and add another elastic. She'll be able 
to play ball in PE without hair interference. 
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On club days, give your doll a smart, chic style. 


Unless your doll’s hair is already curly, turn to 
page 30 for some “Curly Clues.” Then make 

a headband and slip it on your doll’s head as 
shown. To learn how, see “Jazzy Band” on 
page 6. Clip a showy brooch pin to the band. 


Highlight your doll’s artistic side with 
picture-perfect braids. If your doll doesn’t 
already have a side part, use a comb to 
create one. Then braid a front section of 


hair near the part. Tie off with an elastic. 
Repeat with a braid about one inch back. 


Root for these twists at your doll’s next pep rally! 
Separate a small section of hair from the side of 
your doll’s head. Twist and clip the section in place 
with a mini claw clip, leaving a long tail. Gather 

a second section of hair 1 or 2 inches from 
the first one. Holding the second section, 
divide the tail of the first section in half. 
Let half hang loose and join the other 
half to the second section clip. 
Repeat on the other side 


Step up your doll’s dance routine with a razzle- 
dazzle ponytail. Pull all the hair to the crown 
on one side of her 

head, and wrap with 

an elastic.

Serve up a winning style for your doll’s next 
tennis tournament. Leave a small strand of 
hair loose in front, and then gather the rest 
of her hair into a low ponytail. Tie off with 
an elastic. Tie the ponytail into a big knot 
around the elastic.

Kick your doll’s hair into 2

Braid each section, and tie off with an elastic.

Help your doll stay in balance at her gymnastics 
meet with twin buns. Make 2 high pigtails and 
tie off with elastics. Starting on one side, twist 
the pigtail, and then wrap it around the elastic 
and pin. Twist and pin again. Repeat until the 
buns look like mini cinnamon rolls. 


Your doll will score at soccer M 
or softball with triple ponytails. 
Pull hair from the top and sides into a 
high ponytail, and tie off with an elastic. Divide 
the rest of the hair into 2 low pigtails, and tie 
those off with elastics.

Take your doll hiking, fishing, 


or paddling in this all-weather 
hairstyle. Separate asectionof ~* 
hair on top of your doll’s head, 
braid it, and tie off with an elastic. 
Then gather the rest of the hair, including the braid, 
into a low ponytail in back. Tie off with an elastic 
midway down the braid.

Twist and turn your doll’s hair into an elegant 
ponytail. Gather all your doll’s hair in back, and 
divide it into 2 equal sections. Twist 1 section 
down the length of the hair, and tie off with an 
elastic. Repeat on the other side. Collect both 
sections, and tie a big silver ribbon over the 
elastics to hide them. 
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Outdoor Styles 


Pack a kerchief for those bad hair days on the trail. 
Gather all your doll’s hair into a low ponytail in 
back. Pull out a doll kerchief. See “Kerchief Cutie” 
on page 7 to make one. To tie it on, place the long 
edge of the triangle against your doll’s forehead. 
Pull the 2 side points behind her head and under 
her ponytail. Tie a tight square knot—right over 
left, and then left over right. 


Your doll will shine with wave wraps. 

Put a mini ponytail in the front of your doll’s 
hair, and tie off with an elastic. Measure 

a ribbon that's 2 times longer than your doll’s 
hair. Tie 1 end of the ribbon into a knot at the 
top. Start wrapping the ribbon tightly around 
the hair. If the wrap is too loose, redo it. On the 
last wrap, make a loop and pull the ribbon end 
through it for a knot. Trim the ribbon ends at 
top and bottom. Repeat on lots more sections in 
front or all over! 


Plant a ribbon wrap in your doll’s hair for all 
her spring flings. Make the “Ribbon Wrap” 
from page 7 to match your doll’s party dress. 
Carefully lay the wrap over the top of your 
doll’s hair, and tie the ribbons in back. 


This style won't be a snooze! Start with a small 
section of your doll’s hair. Braid it and tie off with 
a colorful elastic. Make more braids by pulling hair 
from under and over other braids. Pin in place. 
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Mane Events 


Choreograph a dancing ‘do. If your doll doesn’t 
already have a side part, use a comb to create 
one. Gather her hair on the opposite side of the 
part for a partial side ponytail as shown, and tie 
off with an elastic. Attach a scrapbook sticker 
matching the dance theme to the elastic. 
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Help your doll stay cool at 
her job with a braid bun. ps 
Gather hair into a back ponytail, 
and tie off with an elastic. Braid the 

ponytail, and tie off with another elastic. Wrap 
the braid into a bun, tucking in the braid ends 
to hide them. Secure with U-shaped hairpins. 
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Baking : 
Your doll will love this tex Se 
hardworking hairstyle that’s 
dressy enough for dessert! 
Gather your doll’s hair and twist 
it up the back of her head. Hold 
the twist in place with a medium- 
sized claw clip. Use bobby 
pins if the side strands 
fall out. 
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Dining Out 

Dress your doll in an updo for an evening out. 
Gather a small section of hair. Twist and twist 
the section until it kinks and then bends. Use a 
bobby pin to hold the bend in place. Curl the 
ends over the pins to hide them, if you like. 
Repeat with more twists. Twists can bend over 
other twists. Look for areas without twists and 
guide the twists into those places. Add a pretty 
hair clip. 
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Special Days 


Vacation 


Relax! These casual, no-nonsense braids will 
set the mood when your doll’s on the go. 
Follow the braiding steps from page Tl, but 
keep the braids very loose and very messy. 


Talent Show 


Rehearse this hairstyle to get it perfect! Gather 
all of your doll’s hair into a side ponytail that’s just 
above her ear, but when you tie off with a clear 
elastic, don’t pull the ponytail all the way through.

Birthday & 


Celebrate your doll’s 
special day with colorful 
ribbons. Gather hair from the top and 
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sides on one side of your doll’s head, and tie off with 
an elastic. Make the “Sassy Streamers” from page 6. 
Tie the streamers around the elastic. 


New Year’s Eve 


Count down the time before your doll dazzles 
in a tiara. To create volume on top of your doll’s 
head, take a section of hair from the front left 
and pin it to the back right. Take a section from 
the front right and pin it to the back left. Slip in 
a tiara. Look for tiaras in accessory and jewelry 
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Special Days 


Tea Party 


Treat your doll to a fresh look. Pull the front 
section of your doll’s hair to the back, and hold 
it in place with bobby pins. Make low pigtails and 
tie off with elastics. Wrap 6-inch ribbons around 
the elastics, trim, and secure each with an adhesive 
dot. Trim small blossoms so that the stems are 
about 1 inch long, and pin them to one side. 


Valentine’s Day 
Love your doll’s hair? Create this heart- 
warming style. Make 2 braids on either side 
of the head, leaving the long ends unbraided. 
Pull the braids to the back, and crisscross the 
ends into a heart shape. Hold in place with 


bobby pins.

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Special Days 


For special days, go for curls! Separate a small 
section of hair and brush it smooth. Lightly 
mist the hair with water. Fold a curling paper, 
book-style, around the damp section, and slide 
it down to cover the ends of the hair. Place a 
roller in the hair and turn it vertically. Starting 
at the bottom, wind the paper and the hair 
around the roller until the roller is full. Close 
the clasp to hold the roller in place. Repeat. 
Let hair dry completely. 


Marry curls with grand occasions. Follow the 
steps for curling hair, but for this style, make 
looser curls by using fewer rollers and more 
hair on each roller. Don’t brush your doll’s 
hair after removing the rollers. Just style it 
with your fingers or a hair pick.
